DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-2 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tomitaka 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,122,136). 

With respect to Claim 1-2 and 1 1, Tomitaka, Figures 1-9, teach a magnetic tape loading 
device for a tape recorder, comprising: a pole base assembly 35 moving along a deck chassis to 
take a magnetic tape from a tape cassette during a loading of the magnetic tape; a guide rail 40 
mounted on the deck chassis to guide a movement of the pole base assembly during loading/ 
unloading of the magnetic tape; and a movement prevention unit 37,38 for preventing a 
movement of the pole base assembly; wherein the deck chassis comprises a main chassis 1, and a 
sub chassis 3 slid along the main chassis during loading/unloading of the magnetic tape, and the 
guide rail comprises a stationary guide rail and a movable guide rail mounted on the main chassis 
and the sub chassis, respectively, to be inter-docked with each other by the movement of the sub 
chassis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 3-10 and 12-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
